This is a decision on the petition, filed February 6, 2008, which is being treated as a petition 
under 37 CFR 1 .78(a)(3), seeking to add a claim for priority under 35 U.S.C. § 120 to 
nonpro visional applications set forth in the concurrently filed certificate of correction.

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As the petition for acceptance of an unintentionally delayed claim for the benefit of priority under 
35 U.S.C. § 120 to the above-noted, prior-filed nonprovisional application satisfies the 
conditions of 37 CFR 1 .78(a)(3), the petition is granted.
